1 . Progress Report on Tasks Assigned by the DCI/DDCI : 


No tasks assigned during this reporting period. 


2 . Items or Events of Major Interest that have Occurred During 
the Preceding Week : 


a . Office of Logistics (OL) Encountering Increasing 
Difficulty in Procuring Spares for Obsolete Communications 
Equipment ; OL recently initiated several routine stock 
replenishment actions to obtain spare parts for some older 
electronic and communications equipment. However, the primary 
vendor declined to bid on supplying the spares as all three 
systems are obsolete. Recognizing that this was probably not an 
isolated problem, OL , with the Office of Communications (OC), 
began reviewing requirements to support three older communi- 
cations systems. When the review is completed, OL and OC will 
take the action to either designate stocks as terminal, or order 
any additional parts required to support these systems for the 
remainder of their useful life. 
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d. DPI Support : A dry run for the computer typeset 
version of the NIP is scheduled for 2, 3> and 4 March. Printed 
copies of another test version will be requested on Tuesday, 8 
March, for PCI approval. If all tests are successful, it is 
antic ipated that full conversion will be made by 21 March 1983*
